PROGRAM
DESCRIPTION

The NMVAHCS PGY1 Pharmacy Residency program has
been ASHP-accredited since 1986. Four residency
positions are available on an annual basis. Over 25
qualified preceptors with prescribing privileges provide
teaching and mentoring to our pharmacy residents in a
variety of training areas.

Residents will be given the opportunity to develop their
skills in clinical decision making, pharmacy operational
services, and leadership beyond that of an entry level
practitioner. The practitioner will be competent in
patient-centered pharmaceutical care for patients in a
variety of practice settings, including but not limited to
ambulatory care and acute care. The resident receiving
a certificate will be prepared for any patient care
pharmacy position, especially within the Veterans Affairs
Health Care System. For those wishing to further their
education even more, the NMVAHCS also offers PGY2
programs in Pain & Palliative Care as well as Psychiatry! 

ELIGIBILITY
REQUIREMENTS

Must be a United States citizen and have
graduated from an American Council for
Pharmaceutical Education-accredited College or
School of Pharmacy. Residents must maintain an
active pharmacist license in any state of the
United States.

Hired residents will need to provide documentation
of a physical, hepatitis B vaccination, influenza
vaccination, COVID vaccination, and TB screening
upon acceptance of the residency position.
